THE WILDCAT BASES. 
In 1857 wampum had been discarded and

issued by what were called “free banks.”

“eashicr.” ‘this official examined the notes, 
but expressed his profound regret at being 
unable to cash them, the président having 
gone to Chicngy, taking with him the cash 
box.
